SANTA BARBARA, May 11.—The petrified skeleton of what ap- 
pears to be a huge mastodon, the tusks of which measure nearly fifteen 


Mountain, the highest point of San 


Miguel Island, thirty miles from the shore of Santa Barbara county. 
Portions of the tusks were brought ashore today by Capt. Bob Ord, 


veteran Santa Barbara navigator, 


who asserted that the head and 


tusks of the animal are above ground at an elevation of 600 feet and 


apparently the entire skeleton is intact. 


This is the first skeleton of its} 


kind ever unearthed in this lo- 
cality but the fact that it was 
found on a small island thirty 
miles from the mainland has caused 
geologists to believe that the dis- 
covery may add much to the study 
of ancient geography. 

The mastodon died at a point a 
mile and a half from the beach 
as it is now located, according to 
Capt. Ord. The tusks are in a fair 
state of preservation and clearly 
show the 
quiet brittle. 


toothed tiger found on the same 
island ten years ago no mammal 
ever had been found there before. 
The sabre-tooth was disputed be- 
cause of its small size, but the find- 
ing of the mastodon is said to 
clear up all doubt as to its orgin. 

When informed of the discovery 
Norton Stewart of the Santa Bar- 
bara Natural History Museum 
doubted that the skeleton is that 
of a mastodon but expressed the 
belief that it might be a prehis- 
toric toothed whale. The fossil 
has not been scientifically exam- 
ined. If it is a toothed whale its 
discovery is remarkable at the al- 
titude and the tusks or “teeth” 
are probably the largest ever found, 
he said.

John C. Coolidge, father of the 
President, suffered a fainting spell 
this morning while posing for a 
news photograph and collapsed on 
the lawn in front of his home. He 
was assisted into his house on the 

arms of two camera men. 
Dr. Albert W. Cram, the colonel’s 


personal physician, said tonight. 


after a visit to the Coolidge home- 
stead, that the colonel could not 
recall having fainted, although as- 
sured of his collapse by those about 
him. He said he could not account 
for the colonel’s collapse because 
he had found his condition more 
satisfactory than in several weeks. 

He described @is pulse as ac- 
celerated to 80 and the blood pres- 
sure reduced from 220 of last week 
to 160, only 20 degrees above his 
normal. 

Dr. Cram had not been called by 
the colonel for, as he said, Mr. 
Coolidge had no recollection of his 
mishap. Miss Aurora Pierce, wha 
was frightened when she saw Col. 
Coolidge fall, was cheered by his 
rapid recovery and thought the 
physician's services unnecessary. It 
was only by the importunities of 
the metropolitan press that the 
doctor was informed of Mr. Cool- 
idge’s sudden attack. A telephone 
inquiry brought back the assur- 
ance that he is feeling “about as 
usual.” 

Dr. Cram stated that in his opin- 
fon the colonels health is men- 
aced by the multitude of his visi- 
tors. Thousands of tourists mo- 
tor to Plymouth every Sunday in 
the summer season, many of them 
visit the colonel and are given a 
warm personal greeting. He shakes 
the hand of all, explaining in de- 
tail the ceremony in which he ad- 
ministered the oath of office to his 
son the morning following former 
President Harding’s death.

The railroads are not the chief of- 
YNenders, although perhaps their 
need for broader territorial rep- 
resentation on the directorates is 
greater. With the exception of the 
Southern Pacific, not one of the 
large transcontinental lines is 
adequately represented by west- 
ern directors, and depend on lo- 
ca] officers and regular inspection 
trips of the executives to obtain 
information. 

In laying themselves open to this 
criticism, the railroads are ignor- 
ing the public support that the 
utility companies have cultivated 
so assiduously. By distributing 
their shares among customers, the 
utilities are only carrying the idea 
of, territorial representation one. 
step further, and with wecognized 
success. Other corporations ac- 
cord employees representation on 
their directorates in a direcs bid 
for the co-operation of a body of 
people which has a vital imerest 
in the success of the company. It 
is all part of an organized effort 
to obtain good will and the right 
mixture of viewpoints in the con- 
duct of management. 

Naturally, in the case of corpo- 
rations organized in the West, such 
as Southern California Edison and 
Pacific Gas, the directorates ldrge- 
ly are composed of men living in 
the territory served.

SCHENCK FIGHTS 
BACK FOR HAYS 


Independents at Milwaukee 
Hit at “Big Three” 
Producer Here in Defense of 
Fim Czar 


Attack Branded as Device 
Get Publicity 


Joseph Schenck, president of 
the Motion-Pictyre Producers’ As- 
sociation, last night warmly de- 
fended Will H. Hays, so-called 
czar of the films, against an at- 
tack made by heads of associa- 
tions of independent theater own- 
ers and producers in a convention 
yesterday in Milwaukee. 

Denying that Mr. Hays, as head 
of the otion-Picture Producers’ 
and Distributors’ Association, is 
only a mouthpiece for a “trust,” 
Mr. Schenck declared Hays is a 
censor of the morals of the films 
and has no connection with the 
business end of the association. 

According to dispatches, Hays 
was charged with being a “mouth- 
piece” for a “trust” composed 
chiefly of Metro-Goldwyn, Asso- 
ciated First National and Famous 
Players-Lasky. It was also charged 
that the “big three,“ as the cor- 
porations are called, are trying to 
dominate the film industry and 
that, not content with producing 
and distributing. the trust“ wants 
a complete monopoly by entering 
the exhibttors’ field. 

Schenck branded the attack 
made by Sydney Cohen of New 


lywood, past president and presi- 
dent, respectively, of the Theater 
Owners and Producers, as a device 
to obtain publicity in their pro- 
jected organization of smaller the- 
aters. 

“Hays, being one of the . 
men in the industry. was naturally 
selected as a target for the at- 
teck,” Mr. Schenck said, “assum- 
ing. no doubt, that they would 
gain more publicity thereby.” 

Mr. Schenck admitted that most 
of the larger theaters of the coun- 
try are controlled by Associated 
or other large 
organizations. However, he de- 
clared that no “trust” exists and 
that the combination was caused 
by application of business methods 
instead of a desire to freeze out 
the smaller theater owners. 


out, that the smaller theaters do 
not have to compete with large or- 
ganizations in the same manner 
that small grocers, for instance, 
have to compete with chain gro- 
cery stores. 

„Because a theater is one of a 
chain does not mean that it win 
be in a better position to obtain 
productions,” he said. “First-run 
pictures are exhibited in houses on 
a percentage basis and it is to 
the producers’ advantage to put 
it in a theater where the 
crowds will go. regardless of who 
owns it.” 

The denunciation of Hays and 
rumors of a war in the film in 
dustry came out of a convention 
of the Motion-Picture Theater 
Owners Association of America 
and the Independent Producers’ 
Association, according to dis- 
patches from Milwaukee. 

Arthur James, editor of Today.“ 
official publication of the Independ- 
ent Producers’ and Distributors’ 
Association, declared at Wilwaukee 
that “Mr. Hays does not represent 
the motion-picture industry as a 
whole. but ig working for his em- 
ployers, first, last and all the time.“ 
It is also the contention of Mr. 
James that Hays will be forced to 
resign or lose his position before 
the expiration of his four years’ 
contract, recently signed, 

The two leaderg in the fight 
against the motion-picture “trust” 
are: Mr. Cohen, and Mr. Chad- 
wick. Preconvention conferences 
were held at Milwaukee yesterday 
by representatives of both organi- 
zations to prepare plans for the 
main affray on the convention 
floor today. More than 1500 mo- 
tion-picture theater owners from all 
parts of the country are attending 
the three-day convention,

Willlam Mann, manager 
of the collection agency and 
Willard’s employer, declared that 
he knew nothing of Willard’s 
statements and that if his. em- 
ployee made such representations 
he did so without authority; 
that the officials of the agency 
knew nothing of the $700,000 men- 
tioned. 

“Willard told me that he had 
been retained by 143 victims of 
the Hibbs and Hennessy deal to 
recover their lost money for 
them,” one victim told Investiga- 
tors Reamer and Ramsey.

USSO-JAPANESE TREATY 

Friday, the 16th of May, will be a 
historic date in Russo-Japanese interna- 
tional relations. Under the new treaty be- 
tween the two countries signed at Peking 
in January last the Japanese government 
agreed to withdraw on that day all its 
troops from Russian soil in Sakhalin, where 
a large body of them has been in barracks 
ever since the close of the World War. 
Japan also has agreed to adjust the heavy 
Russian claims for damages incident to the 


The treaty under which this friendly 
move on the part of Japan toward soviet 
Russia is made has in it other amicable 
clauses which materially alter the sinister 
attitude of Tokio toward Moscow; and now 
it is hands-across-the-steppes and a mix- 
ture of vodka and saki, which makes a 
strong brew, though it is to be hoped that 
it will not disturb the world’s peace in the 
way that some alarmists are predicting.’ 
‘However, it probably would have been 
better, on the whole, if Japan had followed | 
the example of the United States and never 
had recognized the soviet republic. Why 
has she done so? M. Krassin, then a so- 
viet Ambassador to Paris, intimated to an 
American correspondent last summer that 
Japan had made the friendly gesture 10 
Russia, which opened the treaty negotia- 
tions, out of pique toward the United States. 
He seemed pleased to say that our policy 
of Japanese exclusion had played into the 
hands of Russia. But there is a sense in 
which this statement seems far-fetched. 
The Russo-Japanese tangle had to be set- 
tled somehow and at some time, and cer- 
tainly the contracting parties were long 
ehough in getting together and coming to 
an agreement, though this need not have 
included permission to restore the Russian 
Embassy at Tokio. : 

Russia is by no means having it al her 
Own way under the treaty. She has made 
enormous concessions to Japan, among 
these being permission to exploit 50 per 
cent of the ofl fields of Sakhalin and the 
granting of valuable coal rights to that gov-

Now he is the star performer of 
the world’s tea industry. As he figures it, 
prohibition should make America over into 
a nation of tea drinkers.

One of the most important deals 
in motion pictures this season was 
closed last week at the Jack Lon- 
don Ranch, Glen Ellen, Cal. de- 
tween Charmian K. London, wid- 
ow of the famous author., and 
Ralph W. Ince, producer-director. 
By virtue of a oontract signed 


by Mrs. London and David M. 
Thomas, general manager for Mr. 
Ince, a series of Ralph W. Ince 
Production's are to be made from 
Jack London's stories, some 41 
ready well known to the reading 
public, others posthumous and to 
be divulged for the first time via 
the silent drama. 

Mr. Thomas visited Mrs. London 
at the London ranch, sixty miles 
north of San Francisco, to discuss 
‘with her the possibility of filming 
rp sto which was incompleted at 
the time of the writer’s death, 

ut which Mrs. London has been 

orking upon from notes left by 
the creator of “Th: Sea Wolf.” 

Ultimately, however, Mr. Thom- 
as made a contract covering the 
entire London literary output, pub- 
lished and unpublished. Only four 
will be put into production during 
the 1925-26 season, though the 
series idea may be continued in- 
to succeeding seasons. 

Mr. Thomas will accompany Mr. 
Ince o New York soon to con- 
clude arrangements or the dis- 
tribution of the product. The 
amount of royalty involved in the 
Ince-London deal is said to ex-
